DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 2 are allowed over the prior art of record as amended in the 
11/19/09 reply. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose either 
singly or in combination the claimed device of an end of use protective elements 
containing all the particular elements of the instant application, namely the positioning of 
the blood pan and end cap, and the other elements which allowing for closure of the 
device. 

3. The closest prior art of record if WO 90/03196 to Utterberg et al, however, this 
reference does not disclose the device as claimed or described above. 

4. Regarding claim 1 , the closest prior art of record fails to teach among all the 
limitations or render obvious the specifics of the active protective needle tip device. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
